A fter a series of mishaps had trail­ 
ed the Europa alm ost from the tim e

T his means the next remoulding of 
the bill will be In the hands of thoM

against the debenture, for the present. 
The conference com m ittee to pre­ 
sent senate probably win be appointed 
by Vice President Curtis today.

W atson and Short ridge are generally 
regarded as the highest protectionists 
In the senate.

Hawley, republican, Ore­ 
gon, in the house. The democrats will 
be in a helpless m inority and the mid­ 
w estern republicans will not even be 
represented on the conference com m it­ 
tee.

on the debenture farm relief plan, re­ 
peal of the flexible tariff provision, or 
the sugar, lumber, cement and other 
duties individually. 
This means the next remoulding of 
the bill will be in the h in d i of those 
who favor high rates and who 
ire 
against the debenture, for the present. 
The conference committee to pre­ 
sent senate probably win be Appointed 
by Vice President Curtis today. It wiU 
be composed of Republican 
Smoot, Utah; Watson, Ind| 
Shortridge, California, Mid O il 
Senators Simmons, North Caroli 
and 
Harrison, 
Mississippi. 
Watson and Shortridge Ari 
regarded as the highest protectionists 
in the senate.

Reply: Drunken drivers have multiplied by ten, while cars 
doubled. 
4. 
Have deaths from accidents due to drunken drivers in 
creased under government control? 
Reply: Yes, enormously. 
5. 
Have industrial accidents decreased under government 
control ? 
Reply: No. Increasing 7 per cent faster than pay rolls. 
6. 
Has government control eliminated the bootlegger? 
Reply: Large bootlegger eliminated, but small bootlegger mul­ 
tiplied. 
7. 
Has government control proved any benefit to the young 
people ? 
Reply: No. 
These questions and answers constitute a statement by a 
trained observer which anyone hesitating as to the relative merits 
of prohibition and government control would do well to study.

Rear Light or Mirror on All Vchiclen 


Although ample publicity has been given to the matter, some 
owners of wagons and buggies apparently have not yet learned 
that the 1929 legislature amended the the traffic law so as to re­ 
quire a tail light or reflector on all horse drawn vehicles using 
the streets or highways at night, says a bulletin from the State 
Highway department. 
This lamp or reflex mirror must show a 
red or yellow light visible at least 200 feet under normal at­ 
mospheric conditions. 
Dark Vehicles are almost invisible at night, especially when 
there are brightly lighted cars coming from the other direction. 
Several moderately priced reflectors which comply with the law 
are on the market, and if properly fastened on the rear of the 
vehicle, they require no further attention except to see that they 
are kept clean. 
Motor vehicles must have a tail light, but many car owners 
also use a reflector as added protection in case the bulb burns out 
or the driver forgets to turn on his parking lights.

Rear Light or Mirror on All Vehicles 


Although ample publicity has been given to the matter, some 
owners of wagons and buggies apparently have not yet learned 
that the 1929 legislature amended the the traffic law so as to re­ 
quire a tail light or reflector on all horse drawn vehicles using 
the streets or highways at night, says a bulletin from the State 
Highway department. 
This lamp or reflex m irror must show a 
red or yellow light visible at least 200 feet under normal at­ 
mospheric conditions. 
Dark Vehicles are almost invisible at night, especially when 
there are brightly lighted cars coming from the other direction. 
Several moderately priced reflectors which comply with the law 
are on the market, and if properly fastened on the rear of the 
vehicle, they require no further attention except to see that they 
are kept clean. 
Motor vehicles must have a tail light, but many car owners 
also use a reflector as added protection in case the bulb burns out 
or the driver forgets to turn on his parking lights.
